That Bridge. 

It is Victoria harbor that has made Vic- 
toria town. There is no denying that. Had 
no harbor existed hero, no matter how de- 
sirable for the location of a town site, 
the ground on which Victoria stands would 
never have been so occupied. Rugged as 
may be the shores of the oapacious Eaqui- 
malt, there certainly would have been built 
our chief city, except for our harbor sur- 
rounded by oneot the most beautiful spots 
that can well be imagined. Were we now 
landing here to make a settlement-pos- 
sessed of the knowledge of our exhaustions 
«old fields-no doubt but Esqnimalt would 
be unanimously preferred. It is no use now, 
however, talking of what we would do or 
not do in that case. We must deal with our 
situation as it exists ; and make the most of 
it Here we have invested our capital. 
Here we intend to build a commercial em- 
porium to rival our neighbor of the Golden 
Gate. Here we aspire to create a merchant 
marine that will whiten every sea with 
their sails. To this end, therefore, every 
energy and device must be directed to ac- 
complish it. : 

Without the harbor we would have had 
no existence: with it wo are compelled to 
deal, in order to render the approaches safer, 
the channel wider and deeper, and enlarge 
it to the utmost its limits will allow; and we 
ought to do this in order lo maintain the 
prestige we have already acquired. If we 
do it not with our growing commerce, it is 
natural to infer that our more capacious 
neighbor will profit by it, to our serious dis- 
adTantage. The question in connection 
with the harbor which now engages consid- 
erable attention is not the approaches, nor

greater nre-i in which we may salely float 

the tonnage of the port. To secure this ob- 
ject, there are not wanting numerous advo- 
cates for pulling down Victoria IJridge, and 
erecting a substitute at Point Ellis. 

It is alleged that one-half the harbor from 
Deadman's Point to Ellis Point is useless, 
in consequence of being separated by the 
bridge— all access to the upper portion being 
entirely obstructed by it. There is no doubt 
this is the case. The question, then, arises, 
Do wo suffer— have we suffered any incon- 
venience from such an obstruction ! On tho 
whole, we cannot see that we have. There 
have been times, we admit, when we were 
considerably cramped for room for our ship- 
ping. Those times, however, have not been 
very numerous. It cannot, therefore, be 
wholly on the ground of " not room enough, 1 ' 
though it may be partially so, that efforts are 
now made fur the removal of the bridge. 
The chief motive for removal springs from 
tho ownership ol lots above the bridge, With 
some, then, the effort lo demolish the ob- 
struction would be attributed to selfishness — 
to interest: and because entire disinterest- 
edness was not apparent, il must be main- 
tained intact. We lake exception to such 
reasons for refusal. We think interest is a 
very good reason lo urge. Everything <lone 
by a government is usually done lo gratily 
sorno one interest or oilier of its subjects; 
and wo therefore see no good reason to taboo 
any one who may openly acknowledge such 
a reason. <>u the other hand, it may be 
urged that those below the bridge are equal* 
ly opposed to pulling down the bridge, and 

opposed from interest, Under these circum- 
stances, t e bridge question is akin to an 
equal balance of Interest; but with Ihia 
difference — that one has and the other has 
not tho advantages of the water front ; ami 
we have no hesitation in saying both should 
be entitled to all the advantages of water 

front. 

If the upper portion of the harbor was 

accessible, wharves would soon line the, 
shore 10 Kills' Puiiil. Improvements ol every 

kind would follow, a larger amount ol 

cupilul would be invested in Ihe town, Ad- 
ditional employment would be given to 

luhoi, and at Ihe end of imoll year tho 

taxable property bl the oountry would be 

hugely augmented. We centralize more cap- 
ilal here b)' building up the north end ol the 
town. Mot" capital would online a greater 

Interest to ho taken in the prosperity of die 
place, and would afford ampiei resourooi to 

entry OUI othot project! for public improve- 
ment, and "o the n hole lend lo maintain oui 
prestige as Ihe ohlel oommerolal marl ol the 
north, To accompli^ thai objwtull mlnoi 



considerations should givo way, and every 
inducement be given for tho investment of 
capital in the country. 

We doubt much, however, whether all 
parties are not inclined to take rather too 
narrow a view of the question. Our harbor 
is a long and narrow one. There is not only 
tho half above the bridge and the half below, 
but there is half the harbor on the Indian 
reserve side. Are we to do nothing with it? 
Is it to remain useless to commerce ? It is 
very certain that the Indian tribes who live 
there must ere long find another residence. 
The valuable tract they occupy must, in the 
order of things, be used for homes and 
places of trade and industry for our own 
race. As the town becomes more populous 
und wharf accommodation less plenty, ad- 
vantage will have to be taken of the water 
front there. How will we reach it? is Ihe 
question. Shall ship-builders, founders, 
machinists, and such like reach the main 
town on this side by making the journey to 
Ellis' Point'? Or if the bridge is pulled 
down, will a steam ferry boat pass the travel 
and traffic over free of toll? Or will not a 
draw in the bridge answer every purpose of 
water and land traffic and travel ? We con- 
fess we rather incline to building up the 
town to its utmost limits on this side the 
harbor first ; it appears most practical ; yet 
we cannot avoid seeing the advantages of 
the opposite shore. It i» very certain that as 
soon as access is allowed to the upper por- 
tion of the harbor, and ihe shores become 
lined with wharves, or even before that a 
covetous eye will be cast to the opposite 
side. Interest, again, will clear the Indian 
reserve. It will ask that it be made useful. 
And it will be so. How then will you 
reach it ? It must bo by a ferry-boat or a 
draw-bridge. It is no use thinking of keep- 
ing such an obstruction in ihe harbor as a 
bridge without a draw. With a draw the 
obstruction would be far less. With ihe ex- 
ception of property adjoining the bridge at 
each end, every one above could have access 
to the water front. The inconvenience of 
passing vessels through ihe draw would 
be fell. It is matter, therefore, fur consider- 
ation whether the readier access to the ad- 
vantages of the opposite side, and a shorter 
distance to Esquimall, will not counter- 
balance to the community at large any incon- 
venience in reaching the upper water front.

bridge, as some who advocate removal; but 
taking the whole together, we believe all 
parlies could he satisfied with a good draw- 
bridge erected where the old one exists. 
But if that cannot be done with ihe least 
possible inconvenience : or if it is apparent 
that it fills up the harbor by accumulations 
from above, then down with the bridge. 
Bridges and nil must come down when the 
harbor is seriously obstructed. For it is the 
harbor that makes Victoria. 

Some consideration is certainly due to con- 
nection with Etiquima.lt, when pulling down 
Ihe bridge is on the tapu. Advocates on one 
side nllege that it would he three hundred 
yards longer by Kllis Point: on ihe other 
side, that it would be three-quarters of a 
mile longer. Both are agreed that Ihe dis- 
tance tn Ksrpiimalt would be increased by a 
new bridge at Ellis Point. With two bridges 
there travelling time also would be still more 
increased; lor every omnibus, wagon, 01 liursu 
would have to walk over both. The long 
bridge over Finlayson's Inlet would make 
the travelling time of equestrians and vehi- 
cles, 011 tho road to or from Esquimall, fully 
three-quarters of a mile longer. Tho ques- 
tion, then, arises, on this score, whether the 
increased distance ill this manner is not 
mure than equivalent to the lesser inconve- 
nience of a draw-bridge I In Ihe next place, 
the road connecting with Esquimall is to bo 
Htoro street. Why Government street, or 
some higher street, is not adopted as a main 
trunk, it is difficult lo see. Certainly (Jov- 
eminent street would be more on ihe direct 

route of travel than Wharf street. Every* 

thing points lo it as deserving of more con- 
sideration. If it Is a greater distance by mea- 
surement than via the two bridges, by lima 
with vehicle travel il would prove shortest. 
Theshortost way, however, is by Victoria 
Bridge. remains to he seen whethei har- 
bor accommodations will fl'mish more 00- 
oont reasons than Esquimall mad ; and 
Whether the widening, deepening and en- 
larging oi our harbor will not render Biqui- 
malt daily Id I useful lo in.

The Prince of Wales, 

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
lias been mojt enthusiastically received in 
»ll parts of Canada which he has visited, 
ami he is said to have been highly pleased 
with his reception. At Kingston and Helle- 
ville, C. \V., tho Prince declined to land be- 
cause of largo bodies of Orangemen, who 
had gathered from all quarters to welcome 
him. The Oiangeraen held meetings and 
denounced the Queen's Government as a 
government of papists ; and they talked of 
annexation to the United States. The Duke 
of Newcastle was a "juicy-eyed Jesuit," 
and dared to step oft* tho boat that they 
might tar and leather him, and Sir Edmund 
Head, the Governor-General, and the Cana- 
dian officials were told that they should 
ihave no rest untl they cleared out from the 
Province and went to England. During 
these ebullitions of rage the llibbonmcn 
(Catholics) wisely kept out of sight, and did 
nothing to provoke a conflict. The Orange- 
men .have since agreed to drop their insignia 
and banners, demolish the arches bearing 
Orange symbols, nnil form no distinct party 
processions. They charged Thomas D'Aroy

A Snake Story — A Mam Charmed. — The Syr- 
acuse Standard, after referring to the stories of 
snake charming circulating in the papers, says : 
We hear of a more singular ense, where a snake 
charmed a whole nest full ofbiids, and when by 
accident the man stepped between the birds and 
the snake, the man was charmed himself, and un- 
able to move until friends interfered and broke 
the snake's back and the chnrm at the same mo- 
ment. A few days since while Mr. Northrop and 
several friends, connected with the Central road, 
were examining the bridges on the road, to ascer- 
tain whether they were safe or not, the whole 
party passerl under :i bridge, on one of the abut- 
ments of which a bird had built her nest. A large 
black snake lay on the stones opposite the nest, 
charming the birds, when Mr. Northrop passed 
between the snake and the birds. The charm was 
si) strong that the moment he caught sight of tho 
snake ho stopped involuntarily, and stood per- 
fectly motionless until his friends discovering his 
position, approached and killed the reptile, and 
relieved both Mr. Norlhroo and the birds from 
their unpleasant predicament. 

I n!: Siberian CJor.n Plaoers. — The Gazttet 
d Irknntak gives an account of the product of gold 
for lr"$J in Eastern Siberia. It amounted durirg 
th it \eai to •I'l.TSO pounds, not including a single 
mass of 40 pounds found in the Spassiki placer, 
belonging to Mr. PodsosoVy jr. This'is a decrease 
of more than three thousand pounds from the 
yield of 1868 ; and the number of laborers wrg 
less by some 5,000, owing to tho extreme clearness 
of food. A hundred and sixty companies are en- 
gaged in gold mining. Last year there were at 
the placers 26 112 men and 672 women, belonging 
to the governments of Siberia, and 5,081 men and 
2'.) women coming from Great Russia. Of these 
1,077 attempted to escape, and 308 were caught 
and sent back to the mines. There were .'10,'( Cos- 
sacks at the placers, The number of horses em- 
ployed is 12,284; 346 persons have died. There 
are eight chapels among the placers, and the hos- 
pitals were in a satisfactory condition. A new 
method of working the mines was in use at Pa- 
kowlaw which promised considerable advantage.
